“Thought in the brain of labor is. 
the alchemy of industry, turning 
everything it touches into gold.” 
Labor must be accorded its right- 
fal place, for the more intelligent 
it becomes, the more presistant it 
will be in its demands. The farm- 
er, the machanie, the artisan, the 
manufacturer are the producers of 
the world, and they alone-develop | 
the nation’s wealth. They are. not 
the nation’s wards, neither are they 
its servants, but they are indeed 
and in truth the nation’s sovereign, 
yes, tbe nation itself; they possess 
its money, dictate its policy, and 
execute its laws. This country is 
and must ever be ruled by the peo 
ple. Neither aristocracy of money 
nor birth can rule on this conti- 
bent. But the aristocracy of hon- 
est, iutelligent, industrious, loyal 
citizenship alove must rule. The 
theory of our government exists in 
this idea, and the inalienable rights 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
bappiness”* emanate from it. The 
growtb and prosperity of a country 
depend upon its productive power, 
and its prodactive power is argu- 
mented by the intelligent direction 
and application of labor. The more 
intelligent the laborer, the greater 
the production. 

The question of labor and re- 
lation to capital is not a new ques. 
tion either in political economy or

very practical, so far as ameliorat- 
it:.g the condition of the laborer is 
concerned, has beeu accomplished. 
This question bas occupied the at-, 
tention and called forth the energy 
and talents of the statesmen of the 
old world, and yet labor has not 
been elevated, and its muneration 
is still atits minimum. But in this 
country the question has assumed, >| 
and does now assume, an altogeth- 

er different phase. In the old coun- 
tries labor is the sabject and must 
yield to royalty, and is constantly 
menaced by large standing armies. 
In this country labor must be joint 
heir in the sovereinty. I know 
there is in some instances a dispo 
sition to enslave labor and to grind 
it in the dust, but that can vever 
be doue unless our government be 
first destroyed. In order that our 
form of goverumeut may remain 
intact, there must bea proper rec- 
ognition and renumeration of labor. 
Capital is not the master of labor. 
Capital is the product of labor and 
uatural forces. Ofthat which la- 
bor produces, it is entitled to a 
just and equitable share. If there 
be no labor, no industry, there can 
be no capital. “Tbe accummulat- 
ed stovk of the produce of labor is. 
termed capital,” as Mill pats it. 
The operator’s skill, ingenuity, 
time, and labor are his stock; and} 
he is entitled to ap equitable share 
of the producis into hich those 
elements euter, just the same as 
the capitalist is entitled to hisshare | 
fur the use of his time and capital.

SOUTHERN # ELECTION OUTRAGES, 
HON. WM. E. CHANDLER, OF NEW 
HAMPSHIRE, RELATES THE STORY 


In the United States Senate 
Aug. 23 and 24, Hon. Wm. E 
Chan¢ ler, of New Hampshire, de- 
livered a speech on the Louisiana 
election ‘and Southern outrages 
which pointed out the great injus- 
tice done the colored pevople in 
that state. Among other things, 
Mr. Chandler said in a forcible 
manner: Mf. President, it is my 
purpose to state the facts and 
principles which require and jus- 
tity the investigitioa proposed by 
the resolution which has been 
read of the S:ate election in Louis- 
iana, said to have taken place on 
the 17th of April last, which has 
already resulted in the choice of 
two United States Senators who 
will claim to sit in this assembly. 

The first fact is the suspicious 
character of the face of the re- 
turns, which show 186,745 votes 
84,653 majority for Francis T. 
Nicholls fur governor, when the 
vote for Cleveland and Hendricks 
in 1884 was only 62,549, and their 


majority 16,193. 


“Tt must be admittedin the out- 
set that there bas be2n some diffi- 
culty in ascertaining what has 
been the official count of the vote 
of the State. No official promul- 
gation of it has ever yet appeared 
in any Democratic newspaper thut 
[am aware of. False counting 
and the killing of voters, although 
the principle Democratic methods 
of carrying elections in Louisiaua 
yet are not often found recorded 
in the Democratic newspapers, and 
never in the lJocal newspapers.
